/ Few o! the old "Fortynlners," BO famed 
In song and story, remain to enlighten the 
younger generation on the stlrvlng inci- 
dents of those good old days and their ab- 
sence from the stage of life was brought 
forcibly to my mind a few days ago. 
/^I glanced over an old directory pub- 
lished In this city In 1849. It Is a rare 
old|book and such ^different from the 
directory of today. 


The edition was published by Oliver 


Marsh of this city and the book contains 
250 pages Including those ' -utilized by 
"ada." 
f There are few men In business today 
whose names appear In that old book. At 
lhat time Lowell wus but a small city ondy 
the directory contains not over 
jmmes. 
'/Taking these alphabetically the first 
familiar name noticed la that of Otis 
Allen, father ot Hon. Charles H. Allen, 
who is in business today. Then we found 
tho name uf James C. Ayer, druggist.at 84 
Central street, who "boards at ilerrimack 
iquse." 


Among the B'a there are Henry H. 


•.Barnes, tailor, and Sylvanus Bartlett, 
bottler, both of whom are today In busi- 
^ess in or near the "same old stand," 
iBenjamin F. Butler was then a lawyer 
with an unpretentious office in Wyrnan's 
loxchnnge nnd W. P. Brazer'a hat store at 
the same corner as today. 
'—In tbu D's Is Patrick Dempsey, then a 
manufacturer of essences, boarding at 4 
Tildeu street, and further 'along on tb« 
nest letter's list I find that Josiah Gates 
had beeun to mn.uutactu.ie baits even then. 


Judge Hadley's name is in the"Hs," 


but not with the legal prefix, for he 
then boarded at Nat Hill's. • 


Stephen King is another old timer, who 


wf\s then a shoemaker on Davidson street, 
and Samuel Lawrence was a dentist on 
Central street. 


George Lovejoy wns a blacksmith at the 


corner ot Adams and Lagrange streets, 
and Fergus McOsker worked in the Mer- 
riruRcfc mills; an did Thomas Gallagher, 
(vlio id one of the oldest employes today 
of the print works. 


Acldisou Putnam, senior member oC the 


firm of Putnam & Sons., who celebrated 
his 72nd birthday last week, was then lu 
the clothing business in the American 
house block. 
£ There were numerous Smiths and Sulli- 
vans in tu'ose days, while the Welchs and 


Whites were also numerous. Wm.. EL. 
Wlggln is still In the same "Id business. 


Then there were many in business who 


have since passed away; although the firm 
names are still retained by the children, 
orjielrs.

The House is Also Busily 


Engaged. 


TVashlr.gton, I?ec. 11.—Tho senate sot 


Into t!i« rc-gulur cliannel ot business 
yesterday, taking up the immigration 
bill and partly perfectine It, and also 
hfai-lrif the lirst of ti>e speeches on 
Cuba, those of Mr. Cullorn and Mr. Call. 


Tho disposition to put through the im- 


migration Mil wits shown by the defeat 
uf a motion by Mr. Gibson of Maryland 
to postpone the measure until after the 
holidays. Only 13 votes, f-ll Democrats, 
were- given Jn favurof the postponement. 
The propot'lllon served to involveMessrs. 
Chandler, Lodge and (.Ubson In several 
spirited persona.] colloquies. The merits 
of the Immigration qu'-ttlon were dis- 
cussed in c general way on several pro- 
po.'.ed iLmcndments. Messrs. 'Vest ami 
Palmer suggesting that limits should be 
1-laced on the restrictions, while Messrs. 
Lodt'e and Chandler urged that the re- 
strictions be sweeping in charaeter. 


The bill was not passed up to the time 


of adjournment, but the senate agreed 
to what Is generally known as the Lodge 
bill as a substitute to the house meas- 
ure. 
Tho substitute requires that all 


Immigrants over the age of 1-1 years shall 
be able to read and write in the presence 
of a United States nfllclal at least .rive 
lines of the United States constitution. 


The Cuban speeches of Mr. Cullom and 


Mr. CrJl were listened to by crow;lea gai- 
leiles, Indicating the public Interest felt 
lr. this subject. The senate adjourned 
over to Monday. 


The senate In executive session ratified 


an agreement between Secretary Olney 
and Minister Romero of Mexico, extend- 
ing for a year the provisions of a treaty 
between Mexico and the United States 
for a survey and relocation of the inter- 
national boundary line west of theHlo 
Grande river. The treaty was called up 
by Kraator Sherman, and was adopted 
by th^ senate without debate or explana- 
tion beyond a statement of the fact that 
thc-re were some details ot work which 
hn.d not been completed. The.original 
treaty was negotiated In 1882, and It has 
been frequently extended. 


The New Engla-nd senators, with the 


exception of Senators Morrill and Proc- 
tor of "Vermont and Aldrlch and Wet- 
more of Rhode Island, held a prolonged 
conference In Senator Hoar's committee 
room after the adjournment of the sen- 
ate and determined to work In harmony 
for the purpose of pressing the Dingley 
bill to a final consideration. They de- 
cided, however, to hrst make a per- 
sistent effort to have the bill referred 
back to the committee on finance, with 
the end In view of having the bill. If 
possible, stripped of the amendment 
providing for the free coinage of silver! 


The proceedings of the conference were 


entirely. Informal. There, was no- dif- 
ference of opinion as la the wisdom of 
securing the legislation provided for In 
tho Dingley bill. All were united in the 
opinion that the bill should go to the 
committee for revision. 


Senator Chandler was the prime mover 


for the conference, and led in pressing 
for action. Other questions of interest 
to New England were given considera- 
tion, but no conclusion was reached 
upon any other point. 


Speaking of the Republican sentiment 


In the senate on the Dingily bill, Senator 
If ale said in conversation yesterday: ''I 
have never had any doubt that It will be 
l-.oth sound legislation and good Repub- 
lican politics to pass, at the present ses- 
sion, the Dlngiey bill, as sent by the 
house of representatives to the senate, 
and I am earnestly In favor of making 
'every effort to do this between now and 
March 4. My colleague, Mr. Frye, agrees 
with me fully on this. . 


"There is no-truth In the reports so 


persistently dl?serr.lr.ated through the 
country that the Republicans, In their 
caucus Tuesday, determined to abandon 
the measure, Nothing- of the kind w.is 
decided upon, and I have no doubt the 
general sentiment of Republican sen- 
ators Is in favor of the passage of the 
Uingley bill."

In examination methods has .been de- 
termined on by the civil service coin- 
mission, and will be put Into Immediate 
operation by new rules making age, 
character, technical experience, intelli- 
gence and physical ability the test for 
fitness for places as mechanics in the 
engineer branch of 
the 
government 


service. 


If the experiment proves successful It 


Tvlll'be extended to all mechanics in gov- 
ernment service, and another innovation 
is that tliese examinations will be con- 
ducted by mail. These places 
were 


brought Into the classified service by the 


i president's sweeping order lust May. 
; an'l at a recent examination it was found 


that there Is a scarcity of desirable can- 
didates, and that the best mechanics did 
not respond to undergo the regular ex- 
amining ordeal. 
' The' new" rules are the result of 
a. 


policy of the -commission to make. all 
examinations practical and. sirnple. The 
commission has announced" examina- 
tions: to be hfeld on Jan. 12 next for all 
technical positions in the 
engineer 


branch of the government service. They 
will be known as junior e-nglneer exam- 
inations, a.id- be divided into the In- 
spectors and the surveyors grade. The 
fifrectors' and surveyors' grade. The 
technical part "of these examinations 
will be given a- weight of 90 per cent, and 
both- grades may be taken by competi- 
tors. 


The qualifications required are of a 


high order, and the commission desires 
to encourage as many thoroughly quali- 
fied 'competitors to enter the exaininaT 
tion as possible. While appointments 
•will usually bemade to the lower.classes, 
yet applicants, they say, should remem- 
ber that efficiency in the service will be 
recognized by promotion 'to the higher 
positions.
